Completes Its Annual Report .Showing 
Vital Statistics and Other Infurination. 
In the annual report of the city 
board of health, just completed, it 
is shown that the total number of 
deaths last year was 598. 
Diseases 
of the digestive organs led off with 
seventy-three deaths. 
Heart dis- 
ease comes next with sixty-six, and 
consumption third with fifty-seven 
deaths. 
The highest mortality rate 
was during August, the number of 
deaths being sixty-nine. The small- 
est death rat« was in November, 
the number being thirty-two. 
The 
rate i)er thousand was 12.45, lower 
than any previous year, with an es- 
timated population of 48,000. 
The 
causes of death during August were 
principally intestinal diseases. 


The total number of births re- 
ported during the year was 713, 
there being 369 males and 344 fe- 
males. 
The preponderance of males 
over females is unusual, however 
Dr. Drayer says this report is in- 
complete, owing to the neglect of 
physicians to comply with the law 
on this subject. 
Dr. Drayer said 
yesterday that the number given 
represented probably three-fourths 
of the total births. 


The mortuary statistics show the 
greater number of deaths among 
children under the ages of one year, 
the total being 147. 
The lowest 
death rate was of persons between 
ten and fifteen years. 
There were 
two deaths of persons over ninety. 


Contagious diseases play a com- 
paratively small part in the death 
column, thanks to perfect sanitary 
conditions, properly and strictly en- 
forced. The total cases of diphtheria 
were 104, as against 122 in seven 
months of 1896. There were forty- 
one cases of scarlet fever and eight 
cases of typhoid fever. 


The record shows that seventy- 
one cases of diphtheria treated with 
anti-toxin, only three resulted fabil- 
ly, while of thirty-three cases not so 
treated, there were eleven deaths.
